REPORT OF THE 


County Commissioners. 


The County Commissioners for the County of Bristol 
herewith submit the following as their report upon the affairs 
of said County, pursuant to the provisions of Section 4, 
Chap. 1538, of the Acts of 1897. 

The total receipts of the County for the year 1897, exclu- 
sive of the amount received from temporary and permanent 
loans, were $322,479.64; of this amount $200,000 was raised 
by taxation, and the balance was made up of money on hand 
Jan. 1, 1897, and the receipts from the sales of merchandise, 
fines, fees and interest, accruing during the year. 

The total expenditures for the year have been $322,431.48 ; 
leaving a balance in the Treasury, Jan. 15, 1898, of $48.16. 

The debt of the County is $630,000; of this amount 
$270,000 has been borrowed for the construction of the New 
Bedford and Fairhaven Bridge. 

During the year $380,000 has been borrowed; of this 
amount $160,000 is a temporary loan, and the balance 
$220,000, a permanent loan. : 

There are no taxes due and unpaid. 

There was due on Jan. 15, 1898, unpaid bills for the year 
1897 amounting to $9,746.90. 

This deficit was due mainly to an over-estimate of the 
receipts for the year made by the Legislature at the time of 
making up the annual appropriations. If the amount esti- 
mated as receipts had been received there would have been 
a surplus over and above the expenditures of the County. 
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There will be paid this year on the County Debt the sum 
of $95,000, made up of the following notes. 


On account of Fall River Court House, $40,000 
On account of Taunton Court House, 15,000 
On account of Jail and House of Correction at Fall River, 15,000 
On account of Berkley Bridge, 25,000 


The estimated amount of interest to be paid this year is 
$45,000. 

This increase over that of 1897 is due to the estou 
causes : 

Ist. The large amount of money already borrowed and 
expended in the construction of the New Bedford and Fair- 
haven Bridge, and the anticipated expenditure for the same 
this year. | 

2d. The Feats which will be necessary for the con- 
struction of a Jail and House of Correction at Fall River. 

3d. The increased debt which the County now has, 
caused by the erection of the new Court Houses at Fall 
River and Taunton within the past few years. 

4th. Increased interest on temporary loans. ) 

On account of the above items for interest, and on account 
of the number of notes coming due this year, and the fact 
that there is no balance in the Treasury at the beginning of 
this year as there was last, and on account of the probable 
falling off of the receipts for the coming year, caused by a 
change in the laws affecting the manufacturing at the House ~ 
of Correction, the taxes for the coming year will necessarily 
be larger than they have been in the past; although the esti- 
mate for expenses for the maintenance of the Courts, salaries 
of the County Officers, employees of the County, support of 
prisoners in House of Correction and Jails, supplies, repairs 
and care of buildings and all other attendant expenses, ex- 
clusive of interest on loans and amount pa on County 
Debt, is $17,800 less than in 1897. 

The estimated expenditures for the County for 1898, as 
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made up by the County Commissioners, amount to $376,800, 
and the estimated receipts to $28,200. | 

For specific details as to receipts and expenditures of the 
County for the year 1897, and for a statement of the County 
Debt in detail, we beg leave to refer to the foregoing report 
of the Treasurer.

BRIDGES. 


During the year the Berkley Bridge, so called, across the 
Taunton River between the towns of Dighton and Berkley 
was completed, and on March dth, 1897, accepted by the 
Commissioners. The cost of rebuilding this bridge was 
$25,000; and we decided that the entire cost thereof, after 
full hearing, should be assessed upon the County of Bristol ; 
and we determined that on and after May 1st, 1897, the cost 
of maintaining and repairing said bridge, and tending the 
draw thereof, should be borne by the towns of Dighton and 
Berkley in the following proportions, viz: the Town of 
Dighton seven-tenths (,5) and the Town of Berkley three- 
tenths (,%5). 

The eastern section of the bridge between New Bedford 
and Fairhaven has been about completed, and the contract 
for building the middle portion has been awarded. The 
amount of money expended on this bridge up to the present

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REPAIRS. 


The repairs which have been required during the year 
other than ordinary repairs have been the rebuilding of the 
bathing apparatus, and the building of a new oven at the 
House of Correction, in New Bedford and the refurnishing 
of the Court House in Fall River, adding new steel cases to 
the office of the Register of Deeds, thoroughly repointing the 
building, rewiring and putting in new gaspipes. 

The contract for building bathing rooms at the House of 
Correction was awarded to Stephen C. Lowe of New Bedford. 
In changing the tubs for the shower baths in the women’s 
department of the prison we found the sewerage and drain- 
age in such a bad condition that we were compelled, in 
compliance with the requirements of the Board of Health of 
the City of New Bedford, to reconstruct and put in proper 
sewer pipes; and in the men’s department we found the 
condition still worse, and we were obliged to make such 
alterations and extensive repairs that we had to avail our- 
selves of the provisions of Section 2, Chap. 187, of the Acts 
of 1897, and class them as emergency repairs. 

The contract for building an oven at the House of Cor- 
rection was awarded to Jenney & Buffington of New Bed- 
ford. 

Early in the year it was discovered that the electric wir- 
ing at the Court House in Fall River was defective, and also 
that the gas piping was in a very bad condition and would 
have to be renewed. The contract for rewiring the building 
was awarded to Edgar & Buffington of Fall River. In put- 
ting in the wires it was necessary to open the floors and 
walls in many places, and required considerable outlay in 
other ways. This work was not contracted for, as it required 
the services of a variety of mechanics. 

Other repairs done to the County buildings during the. 
year have been of an ordinary nature, and there have been 
none in which it has been deemed advisable by the Commis- 
sioners to have the work done by contract. 
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The buildings of the County to-day are in good repair, 
with the exception of the roof of the Court House at Fall 
River, and the boiler and steam plant at the Jail in Taunton. 

The Court House at New Bedford has been thoroughly 
repaired and new copper gutters placed on the building. 
The sanitary arrangements have been rebuilt and additions 
made to the same, and the interior has been thoroughly 
renovated, and will not call for ae ereat amount of expen- 
clitures the coming year. 

The interior of the Court House at Fall River is in good 
condition after the extensive repairs of the past year. The 
roof of the building, however, has caused a great deal of 
trouble, and the present shingles will have to be removed 
and copper or some other material substituted. 

The Court House at Taunton is in good repair. Only a 
few changes in the court room will be neccessary the coming 
year. 

The Old Court House and the Registry of Deeds Building 
in Taunton are in fair condition, but will require some out- 
lay for painting and other necessary repairs. 

The House of Correction at New Bedford with the exten- 
sive changes and repairs which have been made in the past 
two years is now in good condition, and will not require a 
large outlay the present year. 

The Jail at Taunton is in a fairly good condition, but will 
require some repairs during the coming year. The steam 
plant, consisting of boiler and piping, is in such a condition, 
the same having been in service for twenty years, that they 
are liable to be condemned at any time, and provision will 
have to be made for a new plant and boiler house and 
kitchen to be erected. 


HIGHWAYS. 


On May 19th, 1897, a highway was laid out in Swansea 
from Pierce’s Road, westerly to the Rhode Island State line, 
and damages were awarded as follows: To the heirs of 
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Gardner M. Barnaby, $150; John Butterworth, $25; heirs 
of Mason Brown, $50; William I. Wilbur, $200; Frank G, 
Arnold, $300; William G. Pearse, $100; and it was de- 
creed that the Town of Swansea build this road on or before — 
November 1, 1897. 

As the Town of Westport failed to build the road on Horse 
Neck, laid out upon petition of W. H. Gifford and others, 
as decreed, we advertised for proposals for building the same 
and on March 20, 1897, awarded the contract to John M. 
Reed for $7,765. The road has now been built and contract 
fulfilled, and notice was sent to the Town of Westport to 
repay to the County of Bristol the cost thereof and other 
attendant expenses, which have been repaid to the County. 

In regard to the State Highways we have received the 
following information from the State Highway Commis-- 
sioners : 4c 

The number of miles of road which have been constructed 
in Bristol County from January, 1894, to January, 1896, has 
been 13.21 miles, at a total cost of $107,468.95. In 1894, 
1895 and 1896 there was constructed 11.80 miles, costing 
$87,583.81. In 1897, 1.91 miles were constructed costing 
$19,885.14; the cost of construction per mile in 1894, 1895 
and 1896 was $7,750.77, and in 1897, $10,411.06. The aver- 
age width of macadam roads constructed was fifteen feet. 

The amount due the State under Chap. 497, Sec. 5, Acts 
of 1897, will be 25 per cent. of $107,468.95, viz: $26,867.27. 

In December there was paid the State on account of State 
_ Highways the sum of $2,771.04; and there is now due the 
Commonwealth the sum of $24,096.23. To meet this pay- 
-ment the Commissioners voted to make six annual payments 
with interest. Since passing said vote it has been deemed 
better to make larger payments each year. This plan has 
been followed by a number of the other Counties. 

State Highways in the County have been constructed as 
follows: : 
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In the Town of Acushnet, 3,200 feet, costing $ 4,770.05 
In the Town of Fairhaven, 7,653 feet, costing 10,273.21 
In the Town of North Attleboro, 14,703 feet, costing 17,764.19 
In the Town of Rehoboth, 8,193 feet, costing 14,612.55 
In the Town of Somerset, 10,830 feet, costing 17,024.11 
In the Town of Dighton, 6,300 feet, costing 11,439.64 
In the Town of Westport, 18,866 feet, costing 31,585.20 
The whole amount constructed being, 69,745 feet, 

or 13.21 miles, costing 107,468.95 


During the year several petitions were brought by parties 
who were dissatisfied with the award of damages made by 
the Commissioners in the widening of the road from Smith’s 
Mills to Westport Factory, but the same have now been 
satisfactorily adjusted without trial.” 

There is now pending in the County of Norfolk a suit 
brought by the Edge Moor Bridge Co. against the County 
Commissioners for damages for refusal to execute a contract 
which they claim was awarded to them. 

There is now pending in this county the following suits:

Petition of the New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road Company to lay an additional track across Oak street, 
Taunton, at grade, which petition after a full hearing, was 
_ granted. 

Petition of R. H. White for leave to construct track over 
a way at grade in the Town of Norton, which said petition, 
after full hearing, was granted. 

Petition of Isaac Alger against Town of North Attleboro 
for abatement of tax, which said petition was dismissed. 

Petitions of James W. Loomis and Frederick P. Mosher for 
exemption from taxation were received, and the same, after 
a full hearing, was dismissed. 

Petitions of Delia M. and Margaret J. Wood and the 
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Pope’s Island Manufacturing Company for damages occas- 
ioned by the building of the New Bedford and Fairhaven 
Bridge under the provisions of Chap. 250, Acts of 1897, 
were received. <A hearing was: given upon the petition of 
the Pope’s Island Manufacturing Company, and after due 
consideration we decided that said corporation had suffered 
no damages and none were awarded. ‘The petitions of Delia 
M. and Margaret J. Wood have been held for further con- 
sideration. 

By Chap. 297 of the Acts of 1897 the County Commis- 
sioners are authorized to purchase or otherwise take in fee 
Jand in Fall River for the purpose of a Jail and House of 
Correction, and proceed to erect thereon a suitable building 
for the purposes of a Jail and House of Correction. 

In pursuance of said statute we have selected a site in the 
southern portion of said City of Fall River, and have paid 
therefor the sum of $16,000. Plans are now being prepared 
for a suitable building to be erected on said premises. 

We hereto append a table showing the sums paid to the 
several County Officials.
